The British now occupy the for- 
mer front trenches of the Germans 
from the river Lys to the river 
Wamave. 
As a result of last 
night's operations and 
the 
con- 
stant pressure exerted, the Brit- 
ish have advanced their lines from 
500 to 1,000 yards on a front of 
seven miles. 


The oflficial announcement reads: "Our 
troop« attacked yesterday evening south 
and eaat of Messines and astride the 
Ypres-Comines canaL 
The enemy's re- 
sistance waa quickly overcome and the 
wholo of our objectives were gained in 
both localities. 
We captured more than 
150 prieonera, one howitzer and seven 
macMne guns.

Subscriptions to the liberty loan in 
Fort Wayne will far exceed the two 
million mark, according to the latest 
report Friday afternoon.

Avalanche of Subscriptions. 


Clerks of every leserve bank were prac- 
tically buried under the avalanche of sub- 
scriptions. 


The full magnitude of the country's 
response even may not be measured for 
several days. 
Thousands of belated sub- 
scriptions it is feared may not roach the 
reserve banks till after Ihe deadline of 
noon, standard time, and the.se nmst be 
included in making up the full totals 
showing the nation's response. 


Millions of dollars, it was estimated, 
were transferred by telegiaph from 
na- 
tional and state banks and trust com- 
panies on behalf of their customers to 
the federal reserve banks. 
This transfer 
marked th^ measure of the last minute 
response of the small investor as the 
banks had forwarded the bulk of earlier 
subscriptions by mail. 


Four Baiuicr Districts.

Mexican, Lower California, June i i . 
—By permission of Mejiican offlciala, 
I have just gone fifty miles Into the 
Interior of Lower California. 


I discovered that the Mexicans in 
this territory are not running around 
with knives in their teeth and shriek- 
ing for Gringo blood, as has been fre- 
quently reported. 


, They are engaged, under the direc- 
tion of Governor Esteban Cantu, in 
the peaceful pursuit of building up an 
empire. 


It has been reported at various times 
that Governor Cantu has defied Car- 
ranza; 
threatened 
to Invade the 
United States, to set up a republic of 
his own; formed an alliance with the 
Japanese government, and sanctioned 
slaughter of Americans in his domain. 


As a iWatter of fact, he seems to bo 
the one head of a state in Mexico who 
has had enough of warfare and has 
launched a campaign in which picks, 
shovels and 
plows have 
displaced 
bayonets and machine guns. 


The recent reappointment of Colo- 
nel Cantu by President Carranza as 
military governor ofHhe northern dis- 
trict indicates that the Mexican gov- 
ernment is anxious to encourage the 
era of prosperity which has held sway 
in this section In spite of the revolu- 
tion. It also shows the absurdity of 
the reports of trouble between Cantu 
and the president of Mexico. 


"We want Americans to feel wel- 
come here," said Lieutenant Colonel 
Hipolite Barranco, speaking in the ab- 
sence of Governor, Cantu, 
who at 
present is at EJnsenda, sujjimer capi- 
tal of the peninsular state. 
Lieuten- 
ant Colonel Barranco Is commander of 
the garrison at Mexlcall. 
"There Is no 
more danger for people of your coun- 
try her©' than in the United States. 
If stories have been printed in Ameri- 
can newspapers saylnff that there was 
danger In Invasion from Lower Cali- 
fornia, then we have been done grave 
injustice. 
There Is no truth in such 
reports. 
Instead our people are fra- 
ternizing with them." 


The constructive activities to which 
the government is lending itaelf give 
weight to Colonel Barranco'« state- 
ment. 
Governor» of states planning 
invasions do not build high schoola 
or milifon dollar highways. 
They do 
not lRu>röva' municipal water Bystems, 
erect government- hoepltals or etruc- 
tural ateel machine shops.

Purdue Expert Tells Iowa 
Bankers Plain Grub is 
the Best. 


Des Moines, la., June 15.—"This Is 
the time for America to correct her 
unpardonable 
fault of 
waatefulness 
and extrava^nce." said G. I. Christie, 
superintendent of the agricultural ex- 
tension department of Purdue univer- 
sity in an address here today before 
the Iowa Bankers' association. 
Prof. 
Christie said that the annual "food 
waste in American households la esti- 
mated at $700,000,000." 
His subject 
was "The New Agriculture as Related 
to "Food Production and Conservation" 
and he spoke, in part, as follows: 


"In his recent appeal to the people, 
President "Wileon stated 
that 
every 
housewife who practices strict econ- 
omy puts herself in the ranks of those 
who serve the nation. 
Let every man 
and every woman assume the duty of 
careful, provident use and expenditure 
as a public dutj% as a dictate of patri- 
otism which no one can now expeot 
ever to be excused or forgiven for 
Ignoring. 


"This appeal Is made directly ,in the 
interests of more economical use of 
foodstuffs and limited expenditures for 
them. 
The appeal is to rich and poor 
alike. 
Well-to-do families should ex- 
ercise great care in the amount of 
food purchased in order that larger 
supplles may 
be available 
for the 
armies and the 
starving nations of 
Europe. 
The poor are called upon to 
buy wisely and economically in order 
that they may secure the best pos- 
sible food for the money expended. 


"Plain, wholesome 
and 
nutritious 
food will be found 
both economical 
and heatlhful. 
Home-makers can do 
much to reduce expenditures by limit- 
ing their demands upon the 
grocer 
and the merchant. 
The unusual de- 
mand of women has resulted In the 
building up of a large, complex and 
most expensive delivery system. 
The 
use of the telephone and the demand 
that deliveries be made several times 
each day means that grocers and mer- 
chants must maintain a number of de- 
livery conveyances. 


"In one little town there are three 
grocery stores, standing almost side 
by side, and which have four auto de- 
livery trucks. 
It would be easy for 
two of these trucks to deliver all goods 
from all of the stores. 
The demands 
of the consumer will decide whether 
this system is to be continued or re- 
auced. 


"Preservation of 
food will 
mean 
much in saving the food supply. Vege- 
tables and 
fruit can 
be preserved 
through drying and canning at a time 
when they can be had in largest quan- 
tities and at the lowest prices. 
By 
gaving from the gardens and the or- 
chards large amounts of these prod- 
ucts the home will have its own sup- 
ply for most of the year which will 
reduce the demand on the surplus of 
the farm. 


"Proper storage is a factor in the 
handling of food. 
Many homes and 
flat buildings are not equipped with 
suitable storage places for vegetables 
and fruits should be stored in a cool, 
dark 
place. 
Some 
arrangements 
should be made for the handling of 
these materials. 
It may be desirable 
in many communities to arrange some 
special storage plant. 


"Eliminating waste through the use 
of large quantities of fruit and vege- 
tables which may be allowed to rot 
on the ground 
is a most important 
work. 
Many farmers will have fruit 
and vegetables 
in small 
quantities 
which they cannot afford to pick, pack 
and deliver with any reasonable profit. 
On the other hand, people from the 
towns and country with suitable con- 
veyances can reach these districts and 
get the products at small cost. 
Some 
organized effort should 
be made 
in 
every community to care for this sur- 
plus."

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NEGOTIATING WITH THE FARONS. 


Doubtless the people of Indiana will be 
little interested and concerned less as to 
whether the coal barons negotiate with the 
public utilities commission or the state coun- 
cil of defense in respect of prices for coal. The 
people are interested in and Concerned with 
prices and the possibility of getting fuel when 
they need fuel. 


As for the operators, they decline to har-e 
anything to do with the public serv'ice com 
mission. They are willing to confer with the 
state coucil of defense. Considering from 
whom this concession comes, it may be well 
appreciated as some concession. 
It remains 
only to hope that the state council of defense 
will conduct itself with such deference of res- 
pect to the high and mighty barons as to give 
no offense and spill no beans, as the utilities 
board made out to do. 


Of course there is a possibility that the state 
council of defense, embodying functions that 
may be thought to have certain flavors of mili- 
tary purpose and the transcendencies of war, 
may conceive that coal is coal, that the people 
{'.lid industries and utilities of Indiana must 
i ; ve it and that there is little^sentimejit and 
];• 
merit in any contention for euphism of 
tci'ms of description or in any stickling for 
the pleasure of forms and the glitter of for- 
malities. Should it fall out this wise, wc don't 
know what Governor Goodrich can have in 
mind for a further resort, unless he liarbors 
some fell design to trumpet the legislatui'e to 
an extra session and undertake to lay the 
strong and clumsy liand of the state on the 
coal mines. That would not be pleasant all 
round, perhaps, but it would not greatly shocli 
public opinion even if it should irrecoverably 
Btun the amiable and philanthropic coal bar- 
ons. 


However, there can be only pain in misgiv- 
higs and no profit Avhatever in anticipations. 
Let us Avait to see with M-hat finesse the state 
council of defense puts itself in negotiation 
with the insulted and angry moguls who.rule 
the coal holes of southern Indiana. 
Possibly, 
if they do not get too dog-gone military about 
it, the members of the council can bring about 
something that will insure the delivery of coal 
in measure equal to a partial relief of material 
exigencies at prices that do not spell bank- 
ruptcy to the uitmate consumer. 
Manifestly 
til ere must be mining and distribution of coal. 
Manifestly, also, public utilities, that distri- 
bute light and power, gas and water and such 
like indispensables to communities made up of 
more or less numerous thousands of human be- 
ings must have coal. Manifestly, further, in- 
dustries that provide employment for swarms 
of workers whose livelihood is vouchsafed on- 
ly when the wheels go round must have coal. 


The question meanwhile remains moot 
.whether or not the public utilities board was 
unjust and insolent or merely brutally frank 
Vhen it said Indiana coal prices were "out- 
rageous" and that the barons were running 
things with a high hand that ought to be 
brought down. 
The conferences with the 
council of defense may assist to bring out the 
real state of the case no less than to enlighten 
the public in the value of a council of defense 
in the function of defending. 


FORT WAYNE AND THE RED CROSS. 


, The American Red Cross society needs im- 
mediately $100,000,600 to organize and equip 
for the war and to carry on its work in the 
war. To procure this money appeal is made to 
everybody. It will take contributions averag 
ing a dollar a head for the entire population 
of the United States. It is upon such a basis 
of contributions that the campaign for funds 
is to be made. 


Fort Wayne is expected to give $80,000 to 
the Bed Cross fund. The campaign for rais^ 
fng that amount in this city will begin next 
Ifonday and continue a week. 
Organization 
^ 
tltis work hai been under way lor some 


days and it is hoped that there may be full 
and hearty co-operation of all our people in 
the campaign to the end that i'ort Wayne's 
allotment may be assured within the time. 


Local interest in this great patriotic and 
philanthropic movement should make it pos- 
sible to assure the pledging of $80,000 without 
any delay because the standing of the city will 
be in a good measure affected by it. Above 
and beyond this consideration is service to the 
country. The Red Cross must be supported in 
every way because upon its work depends in 
a very large measure the care and comfort of 
our soldiers in foreign fields and of such of 
them as return wounded or broken in health. 
But there may nevertheless be a proper con- 
sideration of the relation of our part in this 
campaign for funds to our standing as a city. 
On the basis of one dollar for each head of 
population the city of Evansville is preparing 
to contribute $100,000 to the Red Cross fund. 
Fort Wayne is conceded by the federal census 
bureau and claimed by her own people to ex- 
ceed Evansville in population. To assert and 
maintain our rank as the second city of In- 
diana it is apparent that Evansville cannot 
well be permitted to pass Fort Wayne in con- 
tributions to the Red Cross fund. There is 
something in that which may be esteemed as 
worth keeping in. mind in some secondary way 
while we go ahead to raise just as large a fund 
as possible for the Red Gross because that or- 
ganization needs the money to carry on its 
great labor of humanity in the war. 


A dollar apiece from the people of Fort 
Wayiie will visit no hardship on any one. 
Some will give more and others will give less. 
As always, there will be some from whom 
nothing can be got. But viewed as the massed 
gift of the entire eighty or ninety thousand 
of us, $80,000 hardly appears to be any great 
thing to do. But much or little, it is what this 
city is expected to add to the Red Cross fund 
and there should be no disposition to content- 
ment with any amount less. 


Fort Wayne will not in any wise be a slack- 
er in its patriotic support of the Red Cross. 
To this agency all must look for the care of 
sick and wounded soldiers. Fort Wayne al- 
ready has hundreds of her boys in the armj'- 
and will have hundreds more. The Red Cross 
means something that we have good reason 
to v6ry intimately cherish and very generous- 
ly support. Be ready with your money when 
you are solicited. Do not perform your part 
strictly on the basis of a dollar a head. There 
are some Avho will give nothing. 
There are 
some who cannot. 
Pay for youi'self and an- 
other. Put in for the family. If you are able 
to do it drop in something substantial for the 
work itself just because the Red Cross is, next 
to the goveriniient, the worthiest and most es- 
sential thing we can aid to support in this 
great war. 


One hundred millions of dollars may not ap- 
pear like a huge sum of money and it is a huge 
sum of money. It will be little enough, how- 
ever, to make the Red Cross effective for 
every call that it must answer in this mighty 
war. fSo long as there are thousands of heroic 
men and women who are ready and anxious 
to do the humane work of the Red Cross in 
the great camps, in the trenches and on the 
firing lines in Europe, those who remain at 
home cannot refuse to keep up the funds that 
iilone make the lied Cross service possible. 


It appears that if there is anything in Paris 
that General Pershing would like to have 
—the Seine, Notre Dame, the Grand Opera 
house, the Champs Elysee, the Hotel des In- 
valides, the Moulin Rouge, or what you like— 
he can have it. Altogether Parisians have had 
no such sensation since General Boulanger had 
notions of setting up a throne, or von Kluck 
imagined he was going to pay them a visit. 
It is all right. 
The Parisians mean it clear 
to the bottom of their strong hearts and they 
are bestowing their honest notice «n as gooii 
an American and stout a fighter as we had to 
send them. Pershing will justify it all in the 
sequel. 


No sort of restraint has ever been found that 
can keep fools from babbling. Sometimes it is 
mere nonsense and sometimes it is sefious mis- 
chief, but it is all one to the fool. The fool 
alien who babbles his heartfelt sentiments of 
disloyalty to America can no more shut off the 
audible stream of his folly than the native 
born fool who goes about babbling sentiments 
of distrust and suspicion against aliens whose 
loyalty is staunch as his own. 
It is a pity 
that there are both kinds, but there appears 
no remedy for either, except in drastic courses 
that are not pleasant to employ. 


President Wilson's 
powerful 
speech 
in 
Washington, Tuesday, will do much to make 
clearer the causes that have driven this nation 
to war and more impressive the reasons why 
this nation must win in the war. The peril 
to America is as stupendous and real as it is 
to Belgium and Serbia. Prussianism must be 
destroyed. 


If you have possessed yourself 
of 
your 
share in the Liberty Loan, just add to your 
record of honorable service, a good stiff as- 
sessment of yourself for the Red Cross fund. 
That does not pay cash inteïest, but it pays 
better than cash in assurance that the boys 
on the battlefields and fn the hospitals will 
feel the gentle hand of mere/,

The latest note of the president of 
the United States, the note to the new 
Russian republic, has, surely, given a 
name to the great war. 
It Is a war of 
liberation not merely for the peoples 
of the world, in a narrow 
political 
sense, but a war to liberate the hu- 
m a n consciousness f r o m the 
powers 
of darkness which have fettered it with 
fears, drugged it with suggestion, and 
Inspired it with hate. 
That is why it 
is the Liberty War. 
Its origin 
lay 
in the fermentation resulting fi-om the 
permeation of the h u m a n mind by the 
discipline forces of good. 
The* chem- 
icalization so produced at first startled 
the legions of evil, then roused them 
into fury, and finally drew them into 
a rout of demoralization, 
determined 
on destruction if they could not con- 
quer. 
The avalanche of evil BO let 
loose is composed of the unrestrained 
materialism of human nature to which 
the individual falls a victim when he 
surrenders to sensualism, selfishness, 
or mad ambition. 
A handful of men 
in Europe, mastered by such passions, 
started 
the 
pi-eaent 
war, 
but 
they 
could not have done so had not the 
peoples consented to yield themselves 
servants to that they would obey. 


This has been denied, but the denial 
is dangerous because the documentary 
proof of the facts is in existence, and 
the time may come when it shall be 
given to the world. 
Much, though not 
all, of this evidence is In the posses- 
sion of the president of the 
United 
States, and if it were wise, a thing 
which cannot be determined without a 
full knowledge of 
the labyrinth 
of 
facts, such 
as a government 
alone 
necessarily possesses, an appeal might 
be made to the government to pub- 
lish them forthwith. 
Some day they 
are going to be published to the con- 
sternation 
and 
undoing 
of 
certain 
loud-voiced advocates, whose 
mental 
stock in trade is chiefly composed of 
an inventive faculty plus suggestion. 


Meantime Mi-. Wilson has published 
his Russian note, 
another of those 
grand, sane, illuminating state docu- 
ments for which he is justly becoming 
famous, and which, we imagine there 
is no breach of etiquette in saying, 
have so greatly impressed and hearten- 
ed the British secretary of state for 
foreigi^ffairs, Mr. Balfour, 
his docu- 
ment | B s , of course, composed 
with 
the p ^ o s e 
of answering the leglîi- 
mate questions of the Russian prole- 


tariate, suddenly casting off the fet- 
ters of centuries, and peering, as it 
weré with dazzled eyes, out of 
the 
darkness of its prison into the 
fierce 
light of liberty. 
There is a tendency 
amongst those 
nations which 
have 
grown almost 
callous to liberty, )>y 
reason of the very freedom of their 
enjoyment ^of it, to shoW; some impa- 
tience with Russia. 
This is as unfah- 
as it is shortsighted. 
The fruits .»f 
the great rebellion, in England, were 
not gathered in a few weeks, nor were 
those of the French revolution. 
The 
old deniocracy must show its measure 
of patience, whilst the new democracy 
is accustoming its eyes to the glare; 
and, as a means to this end, Mr. Wil- 
son's note, is admirably designed. 
Mr. 
Wilson's object is to show, amoniist 
other things, that the forces of prog- 
ress must not permit themselves to be 
disintegrated by the intrigues of .••e- 
actlon. 
It is, indeed, this very charge 
of the inefficiency of democracies with 
which autocracy is so fond of defend- 
ing its own conception of the state. 


Mr. Balfour alluded to this in a,very 
pregnant passage in his address be- 
fore the senate and the house of com- 
mons, 
in Ottawa. 
The allies, 
he 
pointed out, had staked everything on 
the loyalty and the co-operation 
of 
the democracies, and 
if that failed 
them there would be an end of the 
world's liberties for the time 
being. 
But, he added, amidst the thundering 
cheers of all present, the democracies 
were not going to falL one 
anothei. 
No doubt it is easier for the individual 
to impose his will on the nation, and 
so to cause the nation to attain to a 
certain description of efficiency, than 
it is for the 
fibers 
of democracy to 
knit themselves into a corresponding 
strand of unity and efficiency. 
But 
the efficiency of autocracy, even when 
so attained, is only the product 6f a 
surrender to the judgment and ideas 
of a man 
or of 
a group of 
men. 
Whereas the unity of democracy, when 
consummated, is the result of obedi- 
ence to a common conception of prin- 
ciple. 
That is why Mr. Balfour, in 
this crisis of the world's history, dwells 
warnlngly, yet optimistically, on the 
difficulties of democracy. 
And that is 
why, in the same crisis, Mr. Wilson 
insists on the necessity for co-opera- 
tion In the supreme effort to sink the 
foundations of the liberty of mankind, 
not in the sands of national selfish- 
ness, but in the rock of principle. 


The war. as the president points out, 
has begyn to swing against Germany. 
The dream of a middle European em- 
pire, stretching; from Antwerp, Bruge«! 
and Hamburg, through Berlin, Vienna 
and Budapest, Belgrade and Buchar- 
est, 
Salonika 
and 
Constantinople, 
across 
the 
Bosphorus, 
and 
thon 
through Bagdad to the Persian gulf, 
is fading away. 
Faced by defeat, t h * 
rulers of Germany are making despair- 
ing efforts to save the day by a return 
to the staus quo, and so the president 
seizes the opportunity to tell them thl» 
cannot be. 
Nothing less, he informs 
them, than the peace and liberty of 
the world is at stake. 
Only, there- 
fore, when wrongs have been righted, 
and 
when 
safeguards 
have 
been 
created, to prevent these wrongs being 
again committed, can the world rest 
In the s e c u r i t y ^ peace. 
The révolu-^ 
tionary government in Russia has de- 
manded that there shall be no indem- 
nities, but the president makes it clear 
that between indemnities of rèvenge 
or indemnities, such as that extracted 
f r o m France in 1871, levied for the 
purpose of keeping a defeated nation 
prostrate, and 
Indemnities 
extracted 
for absolute wrongs committed, there 
is a great gulf 
fixed. 
The 
German 
people have no 
occoasion, he tells 
them, to fear territorial 
dismember- 
ment through the 
severing of pro- 
vinces which are theii-s by historical 
right or l»y the ch'oice of their inhabi- 
tants, any more than they have to fear 
the imposition of Indemnities intended 
to crush their future national life, but 
they must be prepared to face the con- 
sequences of the acts of their rulers, 
to which they have given their con- 
sent?. 


Thus In the form of a solemn appeal 
to the democracy of Russia not to be 
deceived by the blandishments of au- 
tocracy, Intended only to secure peace. 
In the present, so as the more 
Im- 
pregnably to Intrench itself, in the fu- 
ture, the 
president of 
the 
United 
States makes his appeal for the ut- 
most loyalty of co-operation. 
"The 
day," he tells the democracies, 
"has 
come to conquer or submit." 
There 
is no 
question of 
submission, 
and 
whatever the decision of Russia, vic- 
tory is assured. 
But the decision of 
the Russian democracy not to repudi- 
ate its responsibilities 
on the 
very 
threshold of its new birth, will be en- 
dowed with supreme consequences lor 
its future as a nation.

Spare the lamb chop and the veal 
cutlet! 


That's my advice to city folk. 
If 
you must have meat, take beef, pork 
or mutton. 


American f a r m s are being drained 
of beef cattle and sheep! 
Extraordi- 
nary high prices are tempting thou- 
sands of farmers to send to m a r k e t 
their calves, lambs and breeding ani- 
mals. 


That means a meat shortage in the 
future far worse than thfe one 
now 
staring us in the face. 
Everywhere 
f a r m e r s are figuring®_on selling their 
young animals now. 
Feed for them 
costs heavily and prices are temptingly 
high. 
The two combined &re doing 
their best to wreck the meat-produc- 
ing industry of the United States. 


The Minnesota food production and 
conservation committee has issued a 
statement to the f a r m e r s of the north- 
west showing them the danger of sell- 
ing of breeding animals, calves and 
lambs. 


"Retain the entire lamb crop until 
the spring of 1918 for the sake of the 
wool clip and a large mutton return," 
the committee pleads. 


"Discourage the shipping of imma- 
ture animals." 


J. Ogden Armour, millionaire pack- 
er, goes so far as to urge meatless days 
as a solution. 


"There will be a scarcity of nearly 
all kinds of live stock for at 
least 
three years," says G. Howard Davison, 
president International Live Stock ex- 
position. 


"This means there should be no sell- 
ing of young animals or female breed- 
ing stock merely because current prices 
are high." 


A South Dakota cattleman 
placed 
the growers' side thus: 


"We know it is robbing the fTiture 
to rush immature meat animals to the 
market, but what can we do? 
Prices 
for animal food Is higher than it has 
been In the thirty years I have been 


raising cattle. 
Labor is scai-ce. 
If we 
hold our calves and lambs, paying the 
high feed bills, what assurance will 
we have that the big packers won't 
knock the bottom 
out of 
stockyard 
prices next year and leave us holding 
the empty bag?" 


But the American meat eater can 
take the situation out of the hands of 
the grower and packer. 
He can de- 
pend more upon his garden vegetables. 


The government should place a ban 
on veal and lamb eating. 
That means 
forcing the farmers to keep their im- 
mature animals until they grow into 
heavy meat producers. 


The government can also protect the 
f a r m e r by seeing that the price is reg- 
ulated by .the law of supply and de- 
mand and not fixed arbitrarily by pack- 
ers or meat speculators. 


The day I was at the Chicago stock- 
yards sheep were selling as low as 
58.50 per hundredweight, while spring 
lambs went like hotcakes as high as 
$20.50 per hundredweight. 


Beef steers were down to $9.80, but 
they were bidding as high as $14.75 
for prime vealers. 


This country doesn't need meatless 
days. 
All it needs are vealless and 
lambless days—every day in the week. 


If It goes on devouring veal and lamb 
there'll be meatless days all the time 
in millions of homes later on. 


The American Shorthorn 
Breeders' 
association, composed of men who a i e 
doing their best to stock this country 
with the best meat-producing beef, is 
lending strenuous effort to increase the 
supply of beef animals and conserve 
the national meat crop. 


The Great 
Northern 
railroad 
has 
removed veal from the menus of its 
dining cars. 
This, an official said, will 
save 5,000 calves a year. 


School children near Chicago have 
organized calf clubs, and are getting 
calves from farmers for raising. 


F a r m boys and girls the country over 
have been Interested in calf clubs by 
county agricultural agents, who also 
have organized 
stock 
breeding co- 
operative associations in an effort to 
halt the ebb of America's beef supply. 


militaristic tyranny, for the cause of 
the free people against the despotic 
and 
oligarchic governments 
which 
deny freedom to the people. 


We must continue steadfastly in th« 
war until we gain peace by victory; 
for no other peace justifies war. 
The 
peace thus gained must be the peace 
of justice and of righteousness; for an 
unjust and unrighteous peace is far 
worse than a just war. 


The principle underlying the peace 
should be the right of each people to 
govern Itself and to control its own 
destinies so far as such control does 
not conflict with the rights of others. 


I have said that we wished nothing 
for ourselves in either territory or in- 
demnity. 
But we ought to insist on 
formal recognition of the Monroe doc- 
trine; for this would not only be to 
our advantage and to the advantage 
of all well-behaved American nations, 
but would mark a long'stride forward 
in international peace and fair deal- 
ing. 
In Its essence the Monroe doc- 
trine is a declaration that hereafter 
there is to be no territorial aggran- 
dizement by 
European powers 
on 
American soil at the expense of Ameri- 
can nations. 
South of the 
equator 
there are growing civilized states cap- 
able of enforcing this doctrine them- 
selves, and there we should join in 
enforcing it only at their request. But 
north of the equator our interests are 
such that we must be the guarantor. 
This should 
be specifically 
acknow- 
edged in the treaty of peace.

Paris, June 3.—Correspondence of 
the Associated Press.)—Sweeping the 
English channel for mines laid by Ger- 
man submarines is one of the most ex- 
citing and dangerous occupations of 
the war, according to the stories told 
1 by men participating in that work. 


"Mine sweepers doubtless are the 
1 only vessels of the navy on which life 
I belts are worn from the time of leav- 
I ing port until 
the return," 
writes 
Jacques Marsillac, from aboard a mine 
sweeper on service in the channel. 


"The task of a group of mine sweep- 
i ers, composed of «even sloops formed 
in echelons, two by two, connected by 
steel cables, with the flag boat lead- 
ing, is to clear a channel about half 
a mile wide and fifty miles long of the 
mines laid there by German subma- 
rines," he adds. 
"These underwater 
mine layei's 
carry from 
fifteen 
to 
twenty-four mines, according to vhe 
type, and they frequently lay them 
quite close together, so close, in fact, 
that it has become an axiom in the 
mine-hunting craft that where one is 
found another is sure to turn up. 


"The wireless operator on the flag 
boat of the group, who has served on 
four mine sweepers that have been 
blown up in the service, had scarcely 
flashed to the boats of the group that 
a mine had been signaled when a black j 
mass adrift appeared on the crest of ! 
the waves ahead of our boat. 
A sec- ; 
ond later it disappeared. 
We steered I 
in its direction, every man on deck 
searching intently 
for its reappear- 
ance. 
The few minutes in which a 
sighted mine disappears are full of 
infinitely 
di.qagreeable 
tension 
en 
board a mine sweeper. 


"And if we touch 
it?" Marsillac 
asked of the wireless operator. 
.. "Then it is joss," he replied, mean- 
ing that it would be fatal. 


"On this occasion 
the fates were 
£::iendly to us." wrote Marsillac, "for 
the mine reappeared fifty yards away 
and, for some reason that no one could 
explain, remained In sight until the 
gunners could 
get action 
upon It. 
Round, black, it shone like a aeal's 
back, showing from time to time Its 
four mortal 
needlop. ccntact 
with 
which means destru tioii. 
The boat 
sheered off and the mmr.fers, using a 
special rifle ball at about 200 yards 
under immense difficulties resulting 
from the rolling of the boat, fired fifty 
shots without touching one of the fa- 
tal needles. They succeeded, however, 
in piercing the mine which filled with 
water and sank to the bottom of the 
sea. 


"The two leading sloops raised a 
half red flag, which means that they 
have found a mine. 
At once began a 
maneuver intended to cut the cable 
holdinE it; suddenly a steel cable that 
connefcts each couple of «loops and 
which is called the 'sweep* struck the 
mine. 
It must have come in contact 
with one of the deadly needles, and 
broke the vial of acid Inside which 
sets off the discharge, for an Immense 
column of water shot straight into the 
air to a height of lOir yards, completely 
masking from 
each other 
the two 
sloops between which the explosion 
occurred. 
Then the sloops went on In 
search of other mines, and thus con- 
tinues every day this dangei-ous and 
heroic work of clearing the path for 
merchant ships 
through the 
high 
seas."

Bottle Without Sugar 


Fruit Juice for use later in 
jelly 
making can be sterilized and bottled 
without sugar and made into jellies 
at the housewife's convenience. 
This 
enables her to do with 
fewer 
jelly 
glasses and 
to distribute 
her 
pur- 
chases of 
sugar 
for 
jelly 
making 
through the year. 
Moreover, with the 
bottled juice she can make a greater 
variety of jellies, as juices which will 
not jell can be put up when the fruit 
is ripe and combined later with fruits 
that 
will jell, or fruits ripening 
at 
different seasons can 
be 
combined. 


For example, the juice of strawber- 
ries, cherries, or pineapple can be kept 
without sugar and later when apples 
are plentiful can be made into com- 
bination jelly. 


From 
the 
unsugared 
sterilized 
juices of currants, apples, crabapples 
and grapes, kept from nine to eighteen 
months, 
the bureau 
of 
chemistry. 
United States department of agricul- 
ture. recently made jellies of excellent 
texture, flavor and color. 


To put up unsugared 
fruit Juices 
for jelly making, proceed exactly 
as 
if jelly were to be made at the time. 
Cook the fruits until they are soft and 
strain out the juice through a flannel 
bag. 
Heat and pour while hot into 
bottles previously scalded. 
Fill 
tha 
bottles full, leaving no air space be- 
tween juice and cork or seal. 
Place 
the filled sealed bottles on their sides 
in water near the boiling point, and 
keep them in the bath for about 30 
minutes. 
Make sure that the corked 
or sealed end is under the hot water. 
As soon as the bott'es are cool, cover 
the cork with a paraffin seal. 
Thor- 
ough sterilization and sealing are ab- 
solutely essentia! to success. 


To make jelly from the 
sterilized 
juice, test its jelling quality, add the 
proper amount of sugar, and proceed 
as in making jelly from freshly ex- 
pressed juice.

German 
citizens, 
who 
have 
long 
-doubted their legal standing as Amer- 
icans and yet whose 
loyalty 
to 
the 
United States has never been question- 
ed, continue to appear at the "alien 
enemy" office, on the second floor of 
the federal building, to inquire about 
their status. 
Much of the time of the 
special deputies are taken up by an- 
swering questions about the meaning 
of the new 
martial 
law, restricting 
i p e r m a n s f r o m industrial zones. 


In order to clear the subject of citi- 
zenship a carefully 
prepared 
article 
on the general rules of naturalization 
h a s been prepared especially for rthe 
^-Fort 
Wayne 
Sentinel 
by 
Attorney 
H a r r y W. Muller, special deputy Unit- 
ed States marshal, and is as follows: 


A citizen is an individual member 
ofthe body politic, owing it the duty 
of allegiance and support, and en- 
titled, in return, t.o its protection as 
to his person and property. 


It is not an essential condition of 
citizenship 
that 
the 
individual 
should have any share in the gov- 
e r n m e n t 
The right of suffrage is 
strictly municipal in character. 
A 
state may give the right to vote to 
those who are not citizens, or it 
n a y withhold this right f r o m those 
who are 
citizens. 
Indana, and a 
number of states, give the right of 
suffrage to those who have merely 
declared their intention of becoming 
citizens of the United States; such 
intention being shown by the taking 
out of the first papers. 
This is the 
fault of our Indiana 
constitution, 
for it both gives to a non-citizen a 
valuable right which ought to be re- 
tained only for citizens, and it also 
gives such non-citizens a wrong im- 
^ 
pression as to their political status. 
National Stfttus. 


The political or national status of 
a:; individual is determined by his" 
citizenship; his civil or legal status, 
V, which is quite 
independent of his 
nationality 
or 
allegiance, depends 
upon his domicile. 
The individual's 
domicile is the place In which 
he 
h a s voluntarily established 
himsetf 
for the pui-pose of residence or busi- 
ness. 
W h e n the individual 
leaves 
the state or country of his birth and 
passes into the territory of another 
country, his domicile 
and 
citizen- 
ship separate. 
His crtizenship re- 
mains t h a t of 
the 
country of his 
birth, and to change it In the nejv 
country he must become 
natural- 
ized. 


Citizenship 
is 
therefore 
deter- 
mined in two ways, by birth and by 
naturalization. 


An individual is a citizen of the 
country of his 
birth. 
The 
14th 
a m e n d m e n t t othe constitution of the 
United States gives citizenship to all 
persons b o m In the United States. 
There 
are 
exceptions 
when 
the 
f a t h e r is in the diplomatic service of 
another country, or is merely so- 
journing or traveling in the United 
States. 


Because an individual was merely 
a child when he came to this coun- 
k 
try makes no exception to this rule. 
The citizenship required by birth ad- 
heres through life, unless terminated 
by expatriation, or by process of law, 
as by banishment, or by forfeiture 
; 
and civil rights in punishment for a 
criminal offense. 


He may also become a cltiaen by 
naturalization, the process may be 
collective or Individual. 
The collec- 
tive naturalization of all inhabitants 
is effected when a country or a pro- 
vince becomes incorporated in an- 
other country; 
as 
by 
annexation, 
conquest, or by cession in accordance 
with treaties. 
This was the case of 
inhabitants 
of 
Louisiana, 
Florida, 
Texa« and Alaska. 


Individual naturalization Is when 
t h i 
individual acquires 
citizenship 
f r o m the government. 
The process 
consists of two essential parts. 


First, a renunciation of the old al- 
legiance. 
This is done by taking out 
the first papers. 


Second, by the assumption of the 
duties of citizenship in the new coun- 
try. 
This is effected by the granting 
of the second papers. 


A naturalized citizen who returns 
to his native country and takes up 
\ 
his residence there with the inten- 
tion of remaining Is presumed 
to 
have renounced his acquired citizen- 
«hlp. 
In most cases where the In- 
dividual returns to his native coun- 
try, resides there for two years, he 
is presumed to have renounced his 
acquired citizenship. 
If the father 
has had his second papers granted 
before the son becomes 21 years of 
age. this also naturalizes such minor 
son.

Up to the end of last May 76,067 
prisoners were taken on the western 
front to which must be added at least 
8,000 for the month of June.

1, 1916, Is approxiniately 8,739. 


On the western 
front the 
British 
armies have captured 434 guns since 
July 1, 1916.

whether allies or neutrals, are required 
to do. 


There is a considerable amount of 
red tape involved in the police regu- 
lations and, no sooner had the United 
States thrown in its lot on the side of 
the entente allies, than many Ameri- 
cans got the impression 
that 
they 
would be relieved 
of this war-time 
necessity. 
When they found out that 
their status in this respect remained 
unchanged by the turn of events many 
of them appealed to the United States 
embassy and consulate for further in- 
formation. 
They were told that there 
was no indication of any change. 
; " Every American who 
has arrived 
here since the early month.s of 1916 
must have an identity book. 
Besides 
name, nationality, date and a signed 
photograph, it must bear the signa- 
ture and guarantees 
of two British 
subjects, property owners, who have, 
at the same time, seen the holder of 
; the book sign his name to it. 
Before 
the b'.ok is received, a signed photo- 
graph must be left at the police sta- 
' tion. 
In some instances two months 
elapses before the applicant is able to 
obtain his book. 


When an Am'erican moves from one 
part of the city to another he must 
report to the police stations in both 
districts and have his book stamped 
by the "aliens" officer. Much the same 
procedure is required when he goes 
on a visit to another city. 
In every 
town where he stays over night he 
must report to the police, giving all 
particulars as to birth, nationality of 
self and parents, a description of phys- 
ical features, etc. 
At the hotel at 
which he stays he must repeat all 
these same details on a large sheet of 
paper which he is required to sign 
again before he can leave the hotel. 


In certain sections of England a new 
rule has just been put into effect which 
requires aliens to first present them- 
selves at police headquarters before 
they will be given a room in a hotel. 
The police issue a permit entitling the 
holder to stay at the hotel. 


A party of American busin6ss men 
from London w^ere required to do this 
recently upon their arrival in Liver- 
pool. 
Their train brought them into 
Liverpool around 3 a. m. 
They were 
tired and hungry and the trip to the 
police station consumed another hour. 
But all went through with the red 
tape good naturedly, 
realizing 
that 
to be allowed to travel at all in any

Boy Pulls Trigger While 
Sister Holds Gun Full at 
Head of Their Sleeping 
Parent—Youngsters Plot 
Pour Days and in Court 
Admit Crime.

Durant, Okla., June. 14.—Scientists 
are puzzling over the case of the four 
Wllkerson 
children, 
who 
murdered 
their father, after conspiringr to kill 
him in the cold-blooded fashion of pro- 
fessional criminals. 


Not in decades has such an astound- 
ing murder been bit)ught before crim- 
inologists, ^a murder which every one 
of the four children has admitted In 
court, and which none seems to rue. 


For four days they went over the 
plans of the killing. 
Three times the 
two younger children, who actually 
committed the deed, ran away from 
their victim frightened. 
But, 
urged 
ahead by the older conspirators, the 
younger children returned the fourth 
time and completed the crime. 


The oldest child is 13-year-old Bes- 
sie. 
Next comes Jack, 12, then Ruby, 
10, and the youngest. Otto 8.

sumer to buy .much of his food more 
cheaply than he can buy it at the re- 
tail grocery store.

ardeners who come to market do not 
ave the large overhead selling costs 


! 


f the grocer. 
Of course, the fees for 
elling at the market may be foolishly 
ligh, but in the average market the 
jees are nominal. 
It Is true that the 
/armer spends some time on the mar- 
ket selling" his stuff but in moat of the 
Indiana county seats we see hundreds 
of farmers every Saturday coming in 
for the day to do a little shopping or 
merely to stand about the streets. The 
time of such farmers could be used to 
much 
better 
advantage 
In 
selling 
something on the market. 


"The 
growers 
of 
foodstuffs, 
too, 
should be benefited by having some 
place besides the commission houses 
anfl groceries to sell their products. 
They are given a wider market of eale 
and at the same time they arlve con- 
sumers a wider choice of purchases 
than they coTild get by patronizing the 
corner firrocery. The growers are en- 
titled to expect more for their stuff 
than they can obtain at a commission 
ho\ise. 
The middleman's commission 
ought In all justice to be split between 
the grower and his customers.

Both German govei-nment offi- 
cials and German newspapers upcent- 
ly have denied there was any such 
plan, but the dlscovei*y of the p a m - 
phlet is held here as evidence to the 
contrary.

"The three provinces are a single 
and unique field of civilization; 
they 
should form one unity. The three pro- 
vinces form a geographic unity. Being 
our immediate 
neighbors we 
could 
maintain ourselves there much 
more 
easily than in any oversea colony. 


"The country 
is thinly 
populated 
and 
thus offers considerable 
oppor- 
tunities for immigration. 
It is almost 
exactly as extensive as W u r t t e m b u r g 
and Bavaria together. 
Its excess of 
agricultural production is so consider- 
able that it would make up for the 
deficit in 
the German 
agricultural 
products. 
The country possesses few 
raili-oads and all other 
communica- 
tions are precarious. 
It thus offers a 
vast field of action to industry and 
technical sciences. 
The administra- 
tion of the country presents no diffi- 
culty. its inhabitants having been for 
several centuries accustomed to gov- 
ern themselves. 


"Only the annexation of the Baltic 
provinces would give us the mastery 
of the Baltic and its comrnerce."

"Airplane.'?," said General Squier, ' are 
logical 
fighting 
machines

Americans, because we are an imagi- 
native people; when our imagination 
«trikes fire nothing can stop us. 
The 
game ideally suits the American tem- 
perament 
and 
every 
young 
man 
worthy of the name should be keen 
to Join our flying army. 


"An army in the air, regiments and 
brigades of winged cavalry mounted 
on gas driven flying horses could blind 
the eyes of Germany until her gun- 
nera, absolutely 
deprived of 
range 
Anders would be put out of business 
l»y the allied artillery. 
The magnifl- 
«ypntly obvious thing is to knock out 
Germany's eyes by a thrust through 
tb« air. 
But my idea would be some- 
thing vastly larger than a thrust. 
An 
Inundation of airplanes would better 
tzpress the Idea In Its magnitude. 


«Sweep the Germans from the sky, 
bllHil the Prussian cannon and the 
Ubi* would b» ripe to release an enor- 


mous flock of fighters to i-aid and de- 
stroy military camps, ammunition de- 
pots and military establishments of 
all kinds.

Cout- 
en«, 44, worth about 160,000,000, and 
credited with being the richest man 
in étroit, with the exception of Henry 
Ford, is just beginning his real life, he 
says. 
Helping Ford create and de- 
velop his gigantic automobile business 
he considers child's play in compari- 
son with his new job, police commis- 
sioner of Detroit. 


Now he has the underworld to fight, 
the grating politicians and with these 
the courts. 
For Jirn Couzens is on 
trial for contempt. 
The outcome may 
mean success or failure to his cam- 
paign for a clean city. 


"My short experience in this job ha« 
already taught 
me 
one big truth," 
Couzens told me: 
"The wisest thing 
the Almighty ever 
did 
was to keep 
men from having too much foresight. 
If I had even half guessed what this 
job of 'cleaning up Detroit* was to be 
before I got into it, believe me, I would 
still be doing something simple—like 
organizing a bank, or running a fac- 
tory, or Just making money: 


"But this job! 
Why, it's going to 
be. nothing more nor less than trying 
to pry out the whole secret of human- 
ity—to find out why wrong Is in the 
world, and if it can be checked by 
well-intentioned forces, and how. 


"Detroit has grown in the last de- 
cade almost unbelievably. 
Cheap mu- 
sic halls, saloons and dens of various 
kinds have sprung up until we reallv 
had here a huge mining camp for a 
city. 
The amount of patronage these 
low places got was appalling. 


"Something had to be done. I made 
up my mind that although human na- 
ture could not be changed, it could 
be largely kept from bad Influences. 
The law was with me. 


"Street walking was stopped at once. 
Music and drinking was forbidden in 
the houses. 
Rigid systems of medical 
examinations were instituted. 


"In this way we 
could 
limit the 
growth of the tenderloin. 
We could 
also find out which girls wanted to get 
out of the life, and help them do so. 


"So far it was easy. 
But putting 
the method into practice I soon learn- 
ed, was a far different matter. 
As in 
a single movement 
the entire under- 
world clicked 
together 
for defense. 
And 
every crooked 
politician began 
his secret wire-pulling. 


"I have begun the- first real fight of 
my life. 
For the first time in my 
life, I am dealing in those mysterious, 
dynamic elements that make up 'hu- 
manity.' 
For every move I make I 
must expect a blow in return. 
But 
through it 1 am going to find out what 
life really is!" 


So Jim Couzens, the 
flfty-mlllion- 
dollar chief of police followed the trail 
of vice right into the courts, defied a 
judge's ruling, was thrown into jail and white; pair, 
and now must stand trial. 


"Jim Couzens is one of those lov- 
able fools who move the world a .lit- 
tle farther^.o'n~to' "something better," 
said a prominent Detroit citizen. "Most 
of us give him credit for the famous 
welfare 
plan 
and 
five-dollar-a-day 
wage scale in Henry Ford's plant. All 
the jails in Michigan may yawn at 
him; he will never stop. 
He loves a 
principle more than Rockefeller loves 
a dollar!" 


This explains Couzens' attitude to- 
ward the case he is now involved in. 
He was cited for contempt of court by 
a judge because he refused through 
the police department, to honor the 
judge's release for a notorious negress.

Manila, P. I., June 
15.—American 
engineers and 
constabulary officers 
hereafter will work 
for the In.'^ular 
government under a contract which 
assures them of no reduction In sal- 
ary for the next two years while other 
Amwicans in insular employ have been 
given a guarantee that no reductions 


salary will be made till the end of 
This was the decision of the Philip- 
pine cabinet, composed of Governor 
General Harrison and the heads of the 
executive departments of the Philip- 
pine government—all Filipinos. 


The decision will allay the fears felt 
by Americans in the government serv- 
ice over the passage at the last session 
of the Philippine congress of legisla- 
tion making radical cuts in the sal- 
aries of most government 
positions. 
With the gradual retirement from the 
government of American employes, it 
was felt that the scale of salaries was 
too high and that natives of the islands, 
who«e scale of life was on a cheaper 
haslis, could be substituted at lower 
salaries. 
This is being done but for 
the time, at least, no attempt will be 
made to decrease the salaries of Amer- 
icans and those whose services are 
vitally required will receive contracts.

THE RISEN LORD. 


LEJßSON TEXT-John 30:2-16. 
GOLDEN TEXT—But now is Christ 
risen from the dead, and become the flrat 
fruits of them that slept—I Cor. 15:20. 


The death of Christ made a deep 
impression upon the beholders (Luke 
23:48, 49). Joseph, whö seems to have 
been a secret disciple, obtained the 
body, and gave It burial (Mark 15: 
12-47). In Mark's record we have the 
story of the discovery of the resurrec- 
tion by the women, and Matthew tells 
as how his enemies dealt with that 
fact. Be sure to use a good harmony 
of the four gospels In presenting all 
of these lessons, else some Important 
detail will be overlooked. 


I. Mary's Visit to the Tomb (vv.l- 
10). The Sabbath ended at sundown, 
and the shops were then open, and 
Mary Magdalene was able to purchase 
Bplces with which to anoint the dead 
body of Jesus. 
There is strong prob- 
ability that the women paid a visit 
to the tomb late on Saturday (Matt. 
28:1, B. v.). Starting the next morn- 
ing, "while it was yet dark" (v. 1), 
they came to the tomb to perform this 
last service of love. 
Jesus had no 
need of such service (Matt. 16:27; 20: 
19), but the women were rewarded by 
receiving the first glimpse of the risen 
Lord. There were five appearances on 
this first day of the week : (1) to Mary 
Magdalene, (2) to the "other women," 
(8) to Peter; (4) to those on the way 
to Emmaus, and (5) to the ten dis- 
ciples, Thomas being absent. 


None of these seemed to expect Je- 
sus to be risen, for they had each 
failed to listen to and ponder his 
words. The extent and genuineness of 
the affection of the women Is found in 
that they went to serve Jesus when 
apparently all hope had failed (I Cor. 
18:8, R. v.). As soon as Mary saw 
th© stone rolled away, she concluded 
that the tomb had been rifled, and 
hastened to report to the disciples 
(v. 2), This report of the women to 
the disciples was considered "as Idle 
tales" 
(Luke 24:11). 
With 
Intense 
eagerness Peter and John ran to the 
tomb thus reported as being robbed. 
John, the younger, reached the tomb 
first, but in reverence did not enter, 
only stooping to look in (vv. 4, 5). 
Peter, the impetnous one, rushes In* 
Bide», and sees the Uñen clothes lying, 
and the napkin that had been about 
the head carefully folded and lying In 
a place by Itself (v. 7), This appar- 
ently insignificant detail is one which 
Is really significant, inasmuch as it 
shows that the tomb had not been 
rifled, leaving disorder behind. 
In- 
stead of excitedly snatching the nap- 
kin from his face, and hurling it 
whither it might fall, he had quietly 
taken it off, and in an orderly way 
laid it aside. It is In such minute de- 
tails as this that we see the greatest 
evidence of the veracity of this rec- 
ord. 


II. Mary Weeping ( w . 11-15). The 
fllsclples returned to their own homes, 
and doubtless to the other disciples 
(v, 10), but the loving Mnry remained 
behind in this place made sacred as 
having housed the body of the Lord. 
It Is natural for lis to linger in slleiít 
meditation in places of our greatest 
revelation or of our deepest soul ex- 
perience. 
Jesus had told his disciplcs 
over and over again that he should rise 
again, and it seems strange that his 
enemies should have remembered it 
(Matt. 27:63) and his friends not. 


III. Mary Worshlplno ( w . 16-18). 
There must have been an inflection In 
the voice of Je.sus, for, upon the utter- 
ance of that one word, "Mary," she 
recognized her risen Lord. 
Joyfully 
Bhe exclaimed, "Rabbonì," that is to 
say, "Master" (v. 16), and would have 
poured out her love and worship at 
his feet. Jesus, however, does not suf- 
fer her to hold him fast. 
Mary must 
leave him, and tell the others. 
Liter- 
ally, he says, "Do not lay hold of mo 
but go and make known the glad truth 
that I am risen again," The risen Lord 
must return to "My Father" and "My 
God," whereas the one who would 
gladly have remained at his feet must 
go to the brethren, and make known 
the facts of the fulfillment of prophecy 
and the resurrection of our Lord. 


The bribed soldiers spread abroad 
the tale that the disciples had stolen 
his body. The later lives of thpse dis- 
ciples, their heroism and martyrdom, 
are evidence of the absurdity of any 
Büch act on their part. 


The resurrection of Jesus is a vin- 
dication of his claim to being the Son 
of God. We do well to emphasize his 
birth, and to dwell much upon his 
death, yet both of these have no es- 
sential value apart from his resurrec- 
tion. 


Apart from this, the cross is the end 
of a failure. The resurrection dem- 
onstrated that Jesus Christ's redemp- 
tion was not completed upon the cross. 
The resurrection is better authenticat- 
ed than any other event in history. 


The risen Lord called this weak 
band 
of 
disciples 
"my 
brethren" 
(Matt. 28:10). He is our brother still, 
and we are to proclaim his work of 
redemption, the proof of which is the 
resurrection, unto others who know it 
not, for this story is no fiction. It is 
the world's most tremendous and nwe- 
inspirinir and glorious fact.

Reports by telephone nnd telegraph 


from every section of th" country told of 
an avalanche of small subscriptions at 
the last moment. Scores of small invest-

>anks throughout the country during-the 
final hour. The small subscriber appar- 
'titly had responded with an enthusiasm 
:hal exceeded the most gaguine hopes of 
official*. 


Avalanche of Subscriptions. 


Clerks of every reserve bank were prac- 


tically buried under the avalanche of sub- 
scriptions. 


The full magnitude of the country's 


response even may not be measured for 
several days. Thousands of belated sub- 
scriptions it is feared may not reach the 
reserve bunks til! after the deadline of 
noon, standard time, ami these must be 
inrluded in making up the full totals 
showing the nation's response. 


Millions of dollars, it was estimated, 


were transferred by telegraph from na- 
tional and state banks and trust com- 
panies on behalf of their customers to 
the federal reserve banks. This transfer 
marked tjie measure of the last minute 
response of the small investor as the 
banks had forwarded the bulk of earlier 
subscriptions by mail.

MEXICANS IN LOWER CALIFORNIA NOT SHRIEKING 


FOR GRINGO BLOOD,, BUT ARE EMPIRE BUILDING 


There Industry Flourishes, 


the Soldiers Go to the 
Schools and Americans 
Are Welcome and Their 
Good Will is Sought. 


(By MARK LARKIlf.) 


Mexican, Lower Cr.lifornia, Juno i1*. 


—By permission of. Jlexican officials. 
I have Just gone, fifty miles Into the 
Interior of Lower California. 


I discovered that the Mexicans in 


this territory are not running around 
with knives In their teeth and shriek- 
ing for Gringo blood, as has been fre- 
quently reported. 


They are engaged, under the direc- 


tion of Governor Esteban Cantu. in 
the peaceful pursuit of building up an 
empire. 


It has been reported at various times 


that Governor Cantu has dotted Car- 
ranza: 
threatened 
to 
Invade 
the 


United States, to set up a republic of 
his own; formed an alliance with the 
Japanese government, and sanctioned 
slaughter of Americana in his domain. 


As a matter of fact, ho seems to bo 


the one head of a state In Mexico who 
has had enough of warfare and has 
launched a campaign In which picks, 
shovels and 
plows have 
displaced 


bayonets and machine guns. 


The recent reappolntment of Colo- 


nel Cantu by President Carranza as 
military governor of the northern dis- 
trict Indicates that the Mexican gov- 
ernment is anxious to encourage the 
era of prosperity which has held sway 
in this section in spite of the revolu- 
tion. It also shows the absurdity of 
the reports of trouble hetween Cantu 
and the president of Meilco. 


"We want Americans to feel wel- 


come here," said Lieutenant Colonel 
Hipolite Barranco, speaking in the ab- 
sence of 
Governor Cantu, 
who at 


present is at Ensenda, summer capi- 
tal of the peninsular state. Lieuten-* 
ant Colonel Barranco la commander of 
tho garrison at Mexican. "There is no 
more danger for people of your coun- 
try here than In the United States. 
If stories have been printed In Ameri- 
can newspapers saying that there was 
danger in invasion from Lower Cali- 
fornia, then we have been done grave 
Injustice. 
There Is no truth In such 


reports. Instead our people are fra- 
ternizing with them." 


The constructive activities to which 


the government Is lending Itself give 
weight to Colonel Barranco's state- 
ment. 
Governors of states planning 


Invasions do not build high schools 
or million dollar highways. They do 
not Improve municipal water systems, 
erect government hospitals or struc- 
tural ateel machine shops. 


The largest unit of Cantu's troops, 


stationed at Mexican, consists of less 
than a thousand men. It Is doubtful if 


Esteban Cantu, governor of Low cr California, at right, and Lieutenant 


Colonel Hipolite Barranca, in command at Mexicall. 


he has mqre than 1,500 trained sol- 
diers in the entire district. His army, 
however, bears the distinction of be- 
ing the highest paid 
In the world. 


Each soldiers draws $1.50 a day In 
gold. 


Cantu'a constructive inclinations are 


Indicated in the manner in which he 
trains his fighting men. In addition 
to their military drills, the men are 
compelled to go to school two hours 
each morning a«d afternoon. 
Never 


having had the advantage of "book 
learning," they are started in elemen- 


tary work first.

It ha* been charged by some Ameri- 


cans that Cantu Is a. princo of grafters. 
However, more American capital U 
pouring Into Lower California for In- 
vestment today than evor before. This 
Indicates that In spite of Cantu's turn, 
American Investors have realized well 
on their enterprises. 


Most of tho 50.000 acres In cptton 


south of tho order is being: grown by 
American planters. The biggest cot- 
ton gin In the Imperial valley, owned 
by an American corporation, Is located 
In Mexican. 


The figures on the 
books of the 


American custom house In Calexlco 
show the force with which industry 
is being driven'In Lower California. 
During 1016 over half a million dol- 
lars more of exports were sent Into 
the United States through Calexlco 
than came in from all over tho world 
through Los Angeles.

superintendent of the agricultural «c- 
tenslpn department of Purdue univer- 
sity In an address here today before 
the Iowa Bankers' association. Prof 
Christie said that the annual "food 
waste In American households Is esti- 
mated at $700,000.000." His subject 
was "The New Agriculture as Related 
to Food Production and Conservation" 
and he spoke. In part, as follows: 


"In his recent appeal to the people 


President Wilson stated that every 
housewife who practices strict econ- 
omy puts herself In the ranks of those 
who serve the nation. Let every man 
and every woman assume the duty of 
careful, prox-ldent use and expenditure 
as a public duty, as a dictate of patri- 
otism which no one can now expect 
ever to be excused or forgiven for 
ignoring. 


"This appeal is made directly in the 


Interests of more economical use of 
foodstuffs and limited expenditures for 
them. The appeal is to rich and poor 
alike. Well-to-do families should ex- 
ercise great care In the amount cf 
food purchased in order that larger 
supplies may be available 
for the 


armies and the 
starving nations of 


Europe. The poor are called upon to 
buy wisely and economically In order 
that they may secure the best pos- 
sible food for the money expended. 


"Plain, wholesome and nutritious 


food -will be found 
both economical 


and healthful. Home-makers can do 
much to reduce expenditures by limit- 
ing their demands upon the grocer 
and the merchant. The unusual -le- 
mand of-women has resulted In the 
building up of a large, complex and 
most expensive delivery system. The 
use of the telephone and the demand 
that deliveries be made several times 
each day means that grocers and mer- 
chants must maintain a number of de- 
livery conveyances. 


"In one little town there are three 


grocery stores, standing almost side 
by side, and which have four auto de- 
livery trucks. It would be easy for 
two of these trucks to deliver all goods 
from all of the stores. The demands 
of the consumer will decide whether 
Ihls system Is to be continued or re- 
Suced. 
"Preservation of food will mean 


much In saving the food supply. Vege- 
tables and 
fruit can 
be preserved 


through drying and canning at a time 
when they can b« had In largest quan- 
tities and at the lowest prices. By 
laving from the gardens and the or- 
chards large amounts of these prod- 
ucts the home will have 1U own sup- 
ply for most of the year which will 
reduce the demand on the surplus of 
the farm. 
"Proper storage is a factor In tho 


handling of food. Many homes and 
flat buildings are not equipped with 
suitable storage plages for vegetables 
and fruits'should b» stored In a cool, 
dark 
place. 
Some 
arrangements 


should be made for the handling of 
these materials. It may be desirable 
in many communities to arrange some 
special storage plant- 
"Elimlnating waste through the u»« 


of large quantities of fruit and vege- 
tables which may be allowed to rot 
on the ground 
Is a most important 


work. Many farmers will have fruit 
and vegetables 
In small 
quantities 


which they cannot afford to pick, pack 
and deliver with any reasonable profit. 
On the other hand, people from the 
towns and country with suitable con- 
veyances can reach these districts and 
get the products at small cost. Some 
organized effort should be made In 
•very community to care for this sur- 
plus."

•will conduct itself with such deference of res- 
pect to the high and mighty barons as to give 
no offense and spill no beans, as the utilities 
board made out to do.

The latest note of the president of 


the United States, the note to the new 
Russian republic, has, surely, given a 
name to the great war. It is a war of 
liberation ^iot merely for the peoples 
of the world, in a narrow political 
sense, but a war to liberate the hu- 
man consciousness from the powers 
of darkness which have fettered it with 
fears, drugged it with suggestion, and 
inspired it with hate. That is why it 
is the Liberty War. 
Its origin lay 


in the fermentation resulting from the 
permeation of the human mind by the 
discipline forces of good. The chem- 
icalization so produced at first startled 
the legions of evil, then roused them 
into fury, and finally drew them into 
a rout of demoralization, determined 
on destruction if they could not con- 
quer. 
The avalanche of evil so let 


loose Is composed of the unrestrained 
materialism of human nature to which 
the individual falls a victim when he 
surrenders to sensualism, selfishness, 
or mad ambition. A handful of men 
In Europe, mastered by such passions, 
started the present 
war. but they 


could not have done so had not the 
peoples consented to yield themselves 
sen-ants to that they would obey. 


This has been denied, but the denial 


is dangerous because the documentary 
proof of the facts is in existence, and 
the time may come when it shall be 
given to tho world. Much, though not 
all, of this evidence Is in the posses- 
sion of the president of the United 
States, and if it were wise, a thing 
which cannot be determined without a 
full knowledge of 
the labyrinth of 


facts, such 
as a government alone 


necessarily possesses, an appeal might 
be made to the government to pub- 
lish them forthwith. 
Soros day they 


are going to ba.published to the con- 
sternation 
and undoing 
of certain 


loud-voiced advocates, whose mental 
stock in trade is chiefly composed of 
an Inventive faculty plus suggestion. 


Meantime Mr. Wilson has published 


his Russian note, 
another of those 


grand, sane, illuminating state docu- 
ments for which he is justly becoming 
famous, and whTch. we imagine there 
is no breach of etiquette In saying, 
have so greatly Impressed and hearten- 
ed the British secretary of state for 
foreign affairs. Mr. Balfour. his docu- 
ment was, of course, composed with 
the purpose of answering the legiti- 
mate questions of the Russian prole- 


tariate, suddenly casting off the fet- ' 
ters of centuries, and peering, as it 
'were with dazzled eyes, out of the 
darkness of its prison Into the fierce 
light of liberty. There is a tendency 
amongst those nations which 
have 


grown almost callous to liberty, ]>y 
reason of the very freedom of their 
enjoyment of it, to show some impa- 
tience with Russia. This is as unfair 
as it is shortsighted. 
The fruits 
.>£ 


the great rebellion. In England, were 
not gathered In a few weeks, nor were 
those of the French revolution. 
The 


old democracy must sh,ow its measure 
of patience, whilst the new democracy 
Is accustoming its eyes to the glare; 
and. as a means to this end. Mr. Wil- 
son's note, is admirably designed. Mr. 
Wilson's object is to show, amongst 
other things, that the forces of prog- 
ress must not permit themselves to be 
disintegrated by the Intrigues of re- 
action. It is. Indeed, this very charge 
of the Inefficiency of democracies -with 
which autocracy Is so fond of defend- 
ing its own conception of the state. 


Mr. Balfour alluded to this in a very 


pregnant passage in his address be- 
fore the senate and the house of com- 
mons, 
in Ottawa. 
The allies, 
he 


pointed out, had staked everything on 
the loyalty and the co-operation of 
the democracies, and 
If that failed 


them there would be an end of the 
world's liberties for the time being. 
But, 
he added, amidst the thundering 


cheers of all present, the democracies 
were not going to fail one another. 
No doubt it is easier for the individual 
to impose his will on the nation, and 
so to cause the nation to attain to a 
certain description of efficiency, than 
it is for the fibers of democracy to 
knit themselves into a corresponding 
strand of unity and efficiency. 
But 


the efficiency of autocracy, even when 
so attained. Is only the product of a 
surrender to the judgment and Ideas 
of a man or of 
a group of men. 


Whereas the unity of democracy, when 
consummated. Is the result of obedi- 
ence to a common conception of prin- 
ciple. 
That is why Mr. Balfour. in 


this crisis of the world's history, dwells 
warningly. yet optimistically. On the 
difficulties of democracy. And that Is 
why, 
in the same crisis, Mr. Wilson 


insists on the necessity for co-opera- 
tion in the supreme effort to sink the 
foundations of the liberty of ma'nklhd, 
not In the sands of natio'nal selfish- 
ness, but In the rock of principle. 


The war, as the president points out, 


has begun to swing against Germany. 
The dream of a middle European em- 
pire, stretching from Antwerp, Bruge*. 
and Hamburg, through Berlin, Vienna 
and Budapest, Belgrade and Buchar- 
est. 
Salonika 
and 
Constantinople, 


across 
the 
Bosphorus, .and 
then 


through Bagdad to the Persian gulf, 
is fading away. Faced by defeat, th« 
rulers ot Germany arejmaking despair- 
Ing efforts to save the day by a return 
to the staus quo, and so the president 
seizes the opportunity to tell them tM» 
cannot be. Nothing less, he inform* 
them, than the peace and liberty of 
the world is at stake. 
Only, there- 


fore, when wrongs have been righted, 
and 
when safeguards have, been 


created, to prevent these wrongs being 
again committed, can the world rest 
in the security of peace. The revolu- 
tionary government in Russia has de-" 
manded that there shall be no indem- 
nities, but the president makes it clear 
that between indemnities of revenge 
or indemnities, such as that extracted 
from France in 1871, levied for the 
purpose of keeping a defeated nation 
prostrate, and indemnities extracted 
for absolute -wrongs committed, there 
Is a great gulf fixed. The German 
people have no 
occoasion, he tells 


them, to fear territorial dismember' 
ment through the 
severing of pro- 


vinces which are theirs by historical 
right or by the choice of their inhabi- 
tants, any more than they have to fear 
the Imposition of indemnities Intended 
to crush their future national life, but 
they must be prepared to face the con- 
sequences of the acts of their rulers, 
to which they have given their con- 
sent. 


Thus in the form of a solemn appeal 


to the democracy of Russia not to be 
deceived by the blandishments of au- 
tocracy, intended only to secure peace. 
In the present, so as the more im- 
yregnably to intrench itself, in the tu- 
ture. the 
president of 
the United 


States makes his appeal for the ut- 
most loyalty of co-operation. 
"The 


day." he tells the democracies, "has 
come to conquer or submit." There 
is no 
question of 
submission, and 


whatever the decision of Russia, vic- 
tory is assured. But the flection of 
the Russian democracy not to repudi- 
ate its responsibilities 
on the very 


threshold of its new birth, will be wi- 
dowed with supreme consequences xor 
its future as a nation.

The government of the United States 


stands in grave danger today of being 
(ruilty of mlsprision of treason against 
the people of the United States. 


The government must have supplies 


of a thousand kinds for the prosecution 
of the war. It must Tnave them quick- 
ly. It must have them abundantly. It 
must pay for them with the proceeds of 
bonds sold to the American people and 
it must meet interest and principal on 
those bonds by imposing taxes. 


What prices 
is the 
government 


asked to pay for supplies today in 
comparison with the prices of normal 
times? 
The figures tell their 
own 


story: 


iri 1913 coal could be purchased at 


the mouth of the mine at an average 
of $1 a ton. Today it is held for a 
minimum of $4 a ton. 


In 1913 steel billets were quoted at 


$19 a ton. Today from $80 to $90 a 
ton is demanded. 


In 1913 wire rods were $25 a ton 


at Pittsbui-g. Today they are $100 a 
ton. 


In 191!) wire was $1.35 a hundred. 


Today it is $3.45. 


In 1915 structural steel shapes at 


Philadelphia were offered at $1.10 a 
hundred; today they are listed at $4.40. 


Every one of .these items, vital to 


the war, has increased 400 per cent in 
less than four years, with the single 
exception of wire. That has increased 
2S6 per cent in two years' time. Anil 
the season of the great rise in prices 
Is the season of the nation's greatest 
danger. 


Two remedies are at hand. The one 


is to demand in taxes on these indus- 
tries the excess profits allowed them. 


The other is rigidly to exercise the 
power given the 
president to com- 


mandeer these 
industries and 
use 


them for government work at prices 
fixed by the government. If taxes are 
made heavier and prices are not con- 
trolled the trusts will pay the added 
taxes from still higher prices. If the 
plants are commandeered the 
purchaser may not be able to h 
order filled, but the government can 
get value received—and that means 
the government will get seven billions' 
worth of munitions, instead of less 
than two billions, for the seven billion 
dollars It borrows. 


Contracts are being let daily by the 


government- 
Those 
contracts, once 


sealed, will be binding, even against 
any future executive order to com- 
mandeer the plants. Unless the gov- 
ernment acts immediately to stop5 this 
robbery of the nation it will destroy 
the democracy it has pledged itself to 
maintain.

' sweeper on service In the channel.

"The task of a group of mine sweep- 


t ers, composed of seven sloops formed 
in echelons, two by two, connected by 
steel cables, with the flag boat lead- 
Ing, is to clear a channel about half 
a mile wide and fifty miles long of ihe 
mines laid there by German subma- 
rines," he adds. "'These underwater 
mine layers 
carry from fifteen to 


twenty-four mines, according to '.he 
type, and they frequently lay them 
quite close together, so close, in fact, 
that it has become an axiom In the 
mine-hunting craft that where one is 
found another Is sure to turn up. 


"The wireless operator on the flajj 


boat of the group, who has served on 
four mine sweepers that have been 
blown up in the service, had scarcely 
flashed to the boats of the group that 
a mine had been signaled when a black 
mass adrift appeared on the crest of 
the waves ahead of our boat. A sec- 
ond later It disappeared.

tween Juice and cork or seal. Place 
the filled sealed bottles on their sides 
In water near tho boiling point, and 
keep them In the bath for about 30 
minutes. 
Make sure that the corked 


or sealed end Is under the hot water, 


i As soon as the bottles are cool, cover 
the cork with a paraffin seal. Thor- 
ough sterilization and sealing are ab- 
solutely essential to success. 


To make Jelly from the sterilized 


juice, test its Jelling quality, add the' 
proper amount of sugar, and proceed 
as In making jelly from freshly ex- 
pressed Juice.

German citizens, who have long 


doubted their legal standing as Amer- 
icana and yet whose loyalty to the 
tJnlted States has never been question- 
ed, continue to appear at the "alien 
enemy" office, on the second floor of 
the federal building, to inquire about 
their status. Much of the time of the 
special deputies are taken up by an- 
swering questions about the meaning 
of the new martial law, restricting 
Germans from industrial zones. 


In order to clear the subject of citi- 


zenship a carefully 
prepared article 


on the general rules of naturalization 
has been prepared especially for rthe 
Fort Wayne Sentinel by Attorney 
Harry W. Muller, special deputy Unit- 
ed States marshal, and is as follows: 


A citizen is an Individual member 


ofths body politic, owioe it the duty 
of allegiance and support, and en- 
titled. In return, to its protection as 
to his person and property. 


It is not an essential condition of 


citizenship that 
the 
Individual 


should have any share In the gov- 
ernment. Tho right of suffrage Js 
•trictly rrjiniclpal in character. A 
state may give the right to vote to 
those who are not citizens, or it 
may withhold this right from those 
v.ho are citizens. 
Indnna, and a 


number of states, give the right of 
suffrage to those who have merely 
declared their intention of becoming 
citizen* of the United States; such 
Intention being shown by the taking 
out of the flrst papers. This Is the 
fault of our Indiana constitution, 
for i. both gives to a non-citizen a 
valuable right which ought to be re- 
tained- only for citizens, and it also 
gives such non-citizens a wrong im- 
pression as to their political status. 


National St»tn». 
The political or national st»tu» of 


an Individual Is determined by his 
citizenship: his civil or legal statu*. 
which to quite Independent of hl« 
nationality, or allegiance, depends 
upon his domicile. The Individual's 
domicile is the. place In which he 
has voluntarily established himself 
for the purpose of residence or busi- 
ness.' When the Individual leaves 
tha state or country of his birth and 
passes Into the territory of another 
country, his domicile and clttoen-

the country of his

Carl A. Morgan has begun suit against 


Edna B. Morgan on habeas corpus pro- 
ceedings for the possession of a minor 
child. The child in question is Florence 
L- Morgan. The plaintiff states that by 
an agreement after a divorce had been 
granted the plaintiff and defendant were 
to take care of the child for two months 
at a time. Now the plaintiff recites that 
the defendant has had possession of the 
child for over that length of time and re- 
fuses to give her up.

An individual is a citizen of the 


country of his birth. 
The 14th 


amendment t othe constitution of the 
United States gives citizenship to all 
persona bora in the United States. 
There are exceptions when the 
lather Is In the diplomatic service of 
another country, or is merely so- 
journing or traveling In the United 
States. 
Because an Individual was merely 


a child when he come to this coun- 
try makes no exception to this rule. 
The citizenship required by birth ad- 
heres through life, unless terminated 
by expatriation, or by process of law, 
as by banishment, or by forfeiture 
and civil rights in punishment for a 
criminal offense. 
He may also become a citizen by. 


naturalization, the process may be 
collective or Individual. The collec- 
tive naturalization of all inhabitants 
is effected when a country or a pro- 
vince becomes incorporated in an- 
other country; as by annexation, 
conquest, or by cession in accordance 
with treaties. This was the case of 
inhabitants of Louisiana, Florida, 
Texas and Alaska. 


Individual naturalization Is when 


ths individual acquires citizenship 
from the government. The process 
consists of two essential parts. 
First, a renunciation of the old al- 


legiance. This is done by taking out 
the flrst papers. 


Second, by the assumption of the 


duties of citizenship in the new coun- 
try. This is effected by the granting 
of the second papers. 


A naturalized citizen who returns 


to his native country and takes up 
his residence there with the inten- 
tion of remaining Is presumed to 
have renounced his acquired citizen- 
ship. In most cases where the In- 
dividual returns to his native coun- 
try, resides there for two years, he 
Is presumed to have renounced his 
acquired citizenship. If the father 
has had his second papers granted 
before the son becomes 21 years of 
age, thia also naturalizes such minor

Every book in the Allen county 


court house which contains a record or 
petition for taking out of second papers 
of alien born citizens was searched 
Friday morning, but nothing was 
found. 


The record of his declaration of in- 


tentions was found. He took out tne 
flrst papers to beecome a naturalized 
citizen on October 27, 1884, when he 
was 21 years of age. Willis D. Maier 
was county clerk at that time. On 
the declaration Mr. Buesching stated 
ho was born in Bremen, Germany. ;md 
came to this country when he was 18 
years of age. 


Mr. Buesching could not be reached 


all day Friday. 
A call at his house

Over 76,000 Thousand of 


These Have Been Taken 


on Western Front. 


London, June 15.—More than 100,- 


000 prisoners have been taken by the 
British during the war, James Ian Mac- 
Pherson, parliamentary secretary to 
tho war office, announced in the house 
of commons today. 


Up to the end of last May 76,067 


prisoners were taken on the western 
front to which must be added at least 
8,000 for the month of June. In Meso- 
potamia 10,900 prisoners have been 
taken since July 1. 1916. In Egypt the 
number of prisoners taken since July 
1, 1916, is approximately 8,7.19. 


On the western front the British 


armies have captured 434 guns since 
July 1, 1916. In Mesopotamia 132 guns 
have been taken since the beginning of 
the war exclusive of those lost at Kut- 
el-Amara and subsequently recaptured. 
In Egypt 18 guns have been taken. Tho 
territory regained by the British on tho 
western front since July 1, 1916, 
amounts to six hundred square miles.

by cattle, with resulting sickness and 
death. 


In cases of the poisoning of human 


be.ings the recognized frontrnont is to 
give an efficient emetic, followed by a 
cathartic. 
Some form of opium may 


be. given to control 
tbe convulsions, 


when they are violent. If free vomit- 
ing is promptly produced, the patient 
is likely to recover. 


It is obvious that ruminant animals 


can not be treated in this way. for the. 
effective clearing of tbe stomach is 
impossible. 
While hypodermic injec- 


tions of morphine may be used to aid 
in controlling the convulsions and a 
purgative may help in eliminating tbe 
poison, ordinarily the, convulsions aro 
so violent that nothing can be done 
for the animal. 


So far as live stock are concerned, 


about all that can be done must be 
in the way of prevention. 
If the land 


is plowed where the plant grows, care 
should bo taken that no roots are left 
where stock can get at them. Where 
the plants grow in great abundance, as 
they frequently do 
along irrigating 


ditches. It is desirable to dig them out. 
When this is done the roots should 
not be left on tbe surface, but should 
be destroyed. 
It is seldom that stock 


are poisoned when grazing, unless they 
graze along ditches, where the plants 
sometimes «row almost in the water

Toklo, May 20.—(Correspondence 


of the Associated Proas.)—A warning 
against the spread of pro-German scn- 
timent'among the Japanese people has 
been uttered by Dr. Inazo Nitoba, a fa- 
mous scholar. Through the columns 
of a popular business organ ha HAS 


declared that two dangers confront 
his peoplo during the present war. The 
first is the pro-German illusion and 
the second the tendency to luxurious 
living. 


He said: "Though Japan is one of 


the belligerents, we did only a little 
lighting at the outset of the war, and 
for the rest we did nothing but malu 
gain. We realized unexpected profits 
through war trade.

make no hesitation In 
offering un- 


stinted tribute of admiration at the 
German altar. 


"This Is no time for the Japanese to 


indulge In lauding the Germans and 
disparaging the entente peoples. 
If 


Germany should win victory In this 
war and .control Europe, it would be 
an appalling calamity for all the states 
of the Orient. If the Japanese were 
so much bewitched 
by the splendid 


German 6r«r».niSJition as to adore othar 


objectionable German qualities, such 
as disregard of Justice, humanity and 
international treaties, It would be a

THE RISEN LORD. 


I^ESSON TEXT-John 20:2-16. 
GOLDEN TEXT—But now Is Christ 


risen from the dead, and become the first 


j fruits of them that slept—I Cor. 15:20. 


The death of Christ made a deep 


Impression upon the beholders (Luke 
23:48,49). Joseph, who seems to have 
been a secret disciple, obtained the 
body, and gave it burial (Mark 15: 
42-47). In Mark's record we have the 
story of the discovery of the resurrec- 
tion by the women, and Matthew tells 
us how his enemies dealt with that j 
fact Be sure to use a good harmony 
of the four gospels in presenting all 
at these lessons, else some important 
fletall will be overlooked. 


I. Mary's Visit to the Tomb (w.l- 


10). The Sabbath ended at sundown, 
and the shops were then open, and 
Mary Magdalene was able to purchase 
spices with which to anoint the dead 
body of Jesus. There Is strong prob- 
ability that the women paid a visit 
to the tomb late on Saturday (Matt 
28:1, R. V.). Starting the next morn- 
Ing, "while It was yet dark" (v. 1), 
they came to the tomb to perform this 
last service of love. Jesus had no 
need of such service (Matt. 10:27; 20: 
19), but the women were rewarded by 
receiving the first glimpse of the risen 
Lord. There were five appearances on 
this first day of the week: (1) to Mary 
Magdalene, (2) to the "other women," 
(3) to Peter; (4) to those on the way 
to Emmaus. and (5) to the ten dis- 
ciples, Thomas being absent 


None of these seemed to expect Je- 


sus to be risen, for they had each 
failed to listen to and ponder his 
words. The extent and genuineness of 
the affection of the women is found in 
that they went to serve Jesus when 
apparently all hope had failed (I Cor. 
13:8, R. V.). As soon as Mary saw 
tho stone rolled nway, she concluded 
that the tomb had been rifled, and 
hastened to report to the disciples 
(T. 2). This report of the women to 
the disciples was considered "as idle 
tales" (Luke 24:11). 
With Intense 


eagerness I'cter and John ran to the 
tomb thus reported as being robbed. 
John, the younger, reached the tomb 
first, but in reverence did not enter, 
only stooping to look In (w. 4, !>). 
Peter, the Impetuous one. rushes in- 
sldc, and sees the linen clothes lying, 
and tho napkin thnt bad been about 
the bead carefully folded and lying In 


place by Itself (v. 7). This appar- 


ently Insignificant detail Is one which 
is really significant. Inasmuch an It 
shows that the tomb had not been 
rifled, leaving disorder behind. 
In- 


stead of excitedly snatching tho nap- 
kin from his face, and hurling It 
whither It might fall, he hnd quietly 
taken It off, and In an orderly way 
laid it aside. It Is In such minute de- 
tails as this thnt we see the greatest 
evidence of the veracity of this rec- 
ord. 
K 


II. Mary Weeping (vr. 11-15). The 


SUclples returned to their own homes, 
end doubtless to the other disciples 
(v. 10), but the loving Mary remained 
behind In this place made sacred as 
having housed the body of the Lord. 
tt Is natural for us to linger in silent 
meditation In places of our greatest 
revelation or of our deepest soul ex- 
perience. Jesus had told his disciples 
over and over again that he should rise 
again, and It seems strange that his 
enemies should have remembered It 
(Matt 27:63) and his friends not 


III. Mary Worshiping (w. 16-18). 


There must have been nn Inflection In 
the voice of Jesus, for, upon the utter- 
ance of that one word, "Mary," she 
recognized her risen Lord. Joyfully 
she exclaimed, "Rabbonl," that is to 
say, "Master" (v. 16). and would have 
poured out her love and worship at 
his feet Jesus, however, does not suf- 
fer her to hold him fast. Mnry must 
leave him, and tell the others. Liter- 
ally, he Rays, "Do not lay hold of mo 
but go and make known the glad truth 
that I am risen again." The risen Lord 
must return to "My Father" and "My 
God," 
whereas the one who would 


gladly have remained at his feet must 
go to the brethren, and make known 
the facts of the fulfillment of prophecy 
and the resurrection of our Lord. 


The bribed soldiers spread abroad 


the tale that the disciples had stolen 
his body. The later lives of these dis- 
ciples, the^r heroism and martyrdom, 
are evidence of the absurdity of any 
such act on their part 


The resurrection of Jesus Is a vin- 


dication of his claim to being the Son 
of God. We do well to emphasize his I 
birth, and to dwell much upon his 
death, yet both of these have no es- 
sential value apart from his resurrec- 
tion. 


Apart from this, the cross is the end 


of a failure. Tho resurrection dem- j 
onstrated that Jesus Christ's rodenip- I 
tlon wns not completed upon tho cross, j 
Tho resurrection is better nuthenticat- | 
ed Oian any other event in history. 


The risen Lord called this weak

"my brethren" 


(Matt. 28:10). He is our brother still, 
and we are to proclaim his work of 
redemption, the proof of which Is the 
resurrection, unto others who know It 
not, for this story is no fiction.
